REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues several dependent claims that are believed to be non-anticipatory over the prior art; and thus combined them 
with the independent claims. No amendment was submitted in light of the previous office action, so the prior art of Inoue 
remains anticipatory towards the applicant's invention for reasons as submitted on the previous office action. Briefly, applicant 
states that Claim 8 does not require that the upper end of the locking tab be absolutely free of the shank. In the invention 
provided by Inoue this is the case, as the locking tab is not absolutely free of the shank, it is connected via the bottom of said 
locking tab. Further, in claim 14. the shank of Inoue does indeed possess a rectangular cross secdtion as the structure of such 
does allow it the capacity to fit into a prallel sided hole in the region adjacent to the head. Further in Claim 15. the locking tab 
can and is indeed positioned in a middle of a side of the approximately rectangular cross section. With respect to the 
arguments with the rest of the claims argued (21,23. 25). Inoue does indeed provide the structure rendering the structure as 
claimed in the instant invention to be anticipatory.
